It being estim ated th at tho city haa 
Buffered a loss of at least $200,000,- 
OOO by fire, It Is conceded th a t there 
Is not sufficient money in San F ran 
claco to reconstructe the city. and th at 
tho people here m ust look elsew here 
for funds to rehabilitate their destroy­ 
ed fortunes. 
Mr. Phelan said th at if tho money 
Is borrowed through or Unary chan­ 
nels the rate of Interest will add a 
burden to necessarily Increased taxa 
Hon th at will be too heavy to bear. 
The plan of Mr. Phelan Is to fram e 
legislation to present to congress ask­ 
ing the Unitei S tates to indorse the 
proposed bonds 
of San 
Francisco 
W ith this guarantee of the govern 
m ent the city will be able to go into 
the financial m arkets of the world 
and borrow the needed money at 2 or 
2 1-2 per cent, the bonds to run for 
fifty years, and constitute a m argin on 
a Hat portion of the city.

April 30.—T hat Erie Mun­ 
ter, brooding over the charge that he 
m urdered 
his 
wife

Cambridge. 
Mass., and depressed to the verge of 
melancholy by grief of her death, has 
com m itted suicide, 
is 
the 
belief of 
those who knew him best while he 
lived in Chicago. 
“I am convinced now th at M unter 
did not kill his wife,” said Professor 
J. M. Crowe of the U niversity of Chi­ 
cago. 
M unter lived with Professor 
Crowe while he was in structor at the 
university. 
“I believe, however, th at 
he has com m itted suicide. 
Knowing 
his tem peram ent as well as I do, I do 
not believe he w ithstood the shock cr 
his w ife’s death and the blow which 
followed the charges th at he m urdered 
her. 
H e was of a m orose disposition 
at best, and such m isfortune as bas 
overtaken him would be calculated to 
drive him to desperation. 
The fact 
th at hel eft his children with his sis­ 
ters would seem to be to strengthen 
the theory th at he contem plated com­ 
m itting suicide when he left the home 
of his relatives.”

Postmaster Myers W ill Erect One Front 


ing on Anderson Street. 


Postmaster J. Allen Myers an­ 
nounces that plans are being drawn 
for a one story brick building to be 
erected on his Anderson and Bryan 
street property and used exclusive­ 
ly for the postoffice. The residence 
now occupying this ground will be 
removed 
opening up the entire 
area for business houses as occa­ 
sion may demand. Mr. Myers con­ 
cluded the arrangement on 
his 
recent visit to Washington, I). C., 
and gave a ten year lease on the 
new building for use as a postof­ 
fice. 
The building will front on 
Anderson street, and work on it 
will begin as early as possible. The 
building will be supplied with new 
fixtures and will be up-to (late in 
every respect. 
The dimension of 
the building will be 25x100 feet, 
and it will stand adjoining the al­ 
ley on the west side of what is 
now the residence yard. The lease 
on the building becomes effective 
October I. 
The new location, while not cen­ 
tral, is accessible from all parts of 
town, and 
sufficiently removed 
from 
Main 
street to avoid the 
crowds that have long been a 
source of annoyance, especially on 
Saturdays. 
It will have a tendon 
cy to enlarge the business area and 
encourage the building of business 
houses on Bryan and Anderson 
streets. 
The Eagle would like to 
to see these built up and good 
sidewalks put down on both sides, 
and also to see the buidings be­ 
tween 
Bryan 
and Main streets 
improved with Bryan street fronts.

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Every Species Grown in Texas to 


Shown in Various Stages. 


Prof. F. S. Johnston of the De 
partment of Agriculture of the A. 
and M. College is now beginning 
the work of installing a laboratory 
of farm crops. 
He has moved his 
office from the second floor of the 
agricultural building to the first 
and the room formerly occupied 
by him will be used for the new 
labortorv. 
In the laboratory will 
be perserved every species of farm 
crops grown in 
Texas, showing 
aii stages of development from the 
time the seed is planted until the 
crop is harvested. 
Samples will 
also be secured for teaching the 
system of grading used by grain 
dealers and millers in the great 
grain 
markets of 
Chicago 
and 
Liverpool. 
Few people, perhaps 
realize how complicated a matter 
is the grading of wheat, oats, corn, 
etc., for sale in the markets of the 
world really is. 
When it is realiz 
ed that there are many varieties of 
each of these grains and that each 
variety is divided up into a num 
ber of grades dependent on the 
size, weight and purity of the ker* 
nals, it will be seen that the ex­ 
pert knowledge necessary to make 
a successful 
grain 
buyer 
is not 
eaisly acquired. 
The laboratory 
will also show all the processes 
through which a grain passes in 
preparing it for the table, as, for 
example, the conversion of wheat 
into flour, bran, shorts, etc. 
Another laboratory recently in­ 
stalled under Prof. Johnston’s sup 
ervision is* the laboratory ofjfarm 
machinery. 
Though quartered in 
an old ramshackle shed and ham 
pered for room, this laboratory is 
one of the most interesting places 
a practical farmer will find about 
the college. Here he will see most 
of the latest patterns of farm im 
plemente and machinery, such as 
plows, 
discs, 
mowers, 
reapers, 
binders, shredders, corn huskers, 
corn harvesters, feed mills, grain 
cleaners and separators, 
cotton 
gins, hay presses, windmills and 
gasoline engines. These machines 
and many others have been donat­ 
ed to the college by the manufac­ 
tures. 
One concern offered a trac­ 
tion engine and a threshing ma­ 
chine; they had to be declined for 
the lack of room in the laboratory. 
Many of these machines have been 
raised from the ground and geared 
up to the gasoline engines and 
windmills and are put in motion 
for use in class work.
